Rep. Aime J. Forand of Rhode 
Island favored the exemption, 
terming the issue “very, very im- 

rtant.” He heads the subcommit- 

e which will prepare a final re- 

rt on excise taxes sometime in 
he third week of January. 

Dan T. Smith, special assistant 
on tax policy to Secretary of 
Treasury Humphrey, said the 
agency opposes the exemption as 
a matter of policy. The matter 
came up in routine questioning. 


Mr. Forand, not willing to pre- 
dict how his seven-man group 
will vote, said that if they do not 
approve giving private schools 
the same exemption from excise 
taxes as is given public schools, 
he would insert a statement on 
his own in the report favoring 
the move. 


Federal excise taxes cover such 
items as schoolbuses, gasoline, 
sports equipment, typewriters, 
long-distance telephone calls and 
travel costs of school groups or in- 
dividuals. 

To cite two instances of the tax 
cost public schools do not have to 
bear, one Catholic university has 
paid about $47,500 on communica- 
tions in the past five years and in 
the same length of time another 
school has a total of about $56,380 
for various taxable items. 


TO ILLUSTRATE it another 
way, if a public school basketball 
team and a non-public school team 
were to play in a tourney some 
distance away, the private school 
would have to pay tax on the cost 
of eres its team, while the 
other school would not be charged. 


The treasury department’s dis- 
approval of any exemption for pri- 
ate schools, said Mr. Smith, was 
ased on the grounds that other 
roups would clamor for similar 
reatment and the department 
would be open to. discrimination 
and subjected to pressure, 

He said the move would result 
in “a progressive series of exemp- 
tions” that would “ultimately have 
appreciable revenue costs.”
